Morse's long career in the street anc 
sewer department are aware of the fac 
that Charlie has always been "with' 
the laboring men, and when he balks 
at their demand, they assume that he 
must have some good reason for 
doing- "I'm right, and I know I am 
and that settles it.

In those few homely word 
Commissioner Morse expressed the sit 
uation more plainly than some other 
could do it in a column speech. At .th 
present time the pavers receive $4 pc 
day with no limit on the yardage lai' 
by them, while the rammers receive 5 
per day.

make as much as they could by "piece- 
work," arid he claims they didn't want 
this system, but preferred to work on 
a daily wage scale. Since then a union 
has been formed and now the demand 
for higher wages is repeated, and Com- 
missioner Morse threatens to have the 
work done by contract, feeling that the 
men have no just ground for their de- 
mand. It has been suggested that he 
give them n-cents-per yard and. have 
them do piece work, but Cliarlle claims 
that at 17 cents per yard they would 
be costing the city 56.SO per day. for 
he states that a paver can lay W yards 
per day without overexerting himself 
and in order to' do a fair day's work. 
The representative of the strikers, it is 
understood, bases "the 17-cent demand 
upon the assumption that 30 yards is a 
fair day's work, which Commissioner 
Morse does not asseiit to.

WOOD WASTE EXCHASGB 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—Extensive 


UBe by lumbermen and wood-working 
factories of the wood -waste exchange 
conducted by the forest service is re- 
ported by officials who have just com- 
pleted a short field study to determine 
the extent to which the opportunities 
offered are being taken advantage of. 
Only n small per cent of 
the 
total 


number of concerns listed were visited, 
but a 
comparatively 
large number 


were found to have benefited by the 
exchange. 


Makers of wooden novelties, it is 


said, have been particularly successful 
in finding supplies o£ material near 
their plants. Other wood-working In- 
dustries have been able to dispose of 
their waste at higher prices than they 
could otherwise have obtained. 
Many 


of the firms were located within short 
distances of each other, but until re- 
cently have had no way of getting 
together. 


The wood waste exchange was es- 


tablished by the forest service in 1914. 
It consists of two lists of manufactur- 
ers, .which are sent out quarterly to 
persons desiring them. 
One of these 


is of "Opportunities to Sell Waste" 
and contains the names of firms which 
use sawdust and small pieces of wood. 
This list is sent to 
plants having 


waste for sale. The other is of "Op- 
portunities to Buy Waste" and gives 
the names of concerns which have, 
waste to dispose of. This list is sent 
to firms who wish to buy material. 


There is no charge for the sarvica 


and any manufacturer who wishes to 
have bis name added to either list can 
do so by writing to the forest service, 
Washington, D. C. A list of waste

Rules for Non-Residents—How 
Various States Treat Travelers 


Just what. privileges Massachusetts 


owners ,of automobiles may expect in 
other states and countries and what 
residents of these states and countries 
may expect in Massachusetts was an- 
nounced yesterday by the state high- 
way commission. 
' " 'Nopresl.dent,'" says the commis- 
sion, "shall apply to residents of states 
or countries who have no regular place 
of ahbde or business in this commori- 
'w'ealth. for a period of more than 30 
day's In the calendar year. 
* 'A nonresident's right to operate or 
have operated any motor vehicle' in 
this.commonwealth may be suspended 
or revoked by the Massachusetts high- 
way commission 
-"'If any nonresident Or his chauffeur 
or employe be convicted by any court 
or "trial justice of violating any pro- 
vision of the laws of this common- 
-wealth relating to motor vehicles or to 
the operation thereof, whether or not 
he appeals, he shall be thereafter sub- 
ject to and icciuired to comply with all 
the .provisions of this act relating to 
the registration 
of 
motor , vehicles 


owned by residents of this common- 
wealth and the licensing of the oper- 
ators thereof."

On account of the great interest at

'Infantile paralysis is n.ot epidemic 


In Massachusetts at the present time. 
0!ily 20 cases have been reported to 
the state department of health dur- 
ing July. 
However, in view of the 


serious situation in New York city. It 
Is well for every individual and health 
official to be on guard. 


The host protection against any dis- 


ease Is to know its habits and meth- 
ods of spread. 
Infantile paralysis be- 


ongs in the same class with scarlet 
fever, diphtheria and pneumonia; that 
is, comes on suddenly, is often dan- 
gerous to life ami frequently leaves se- 
rious after effects. 
Further, it is a 


communicable disease—in' more 
com- 


mon language It is "catching." . 


The actual cause is still undiscov- 


ered. It Is undoubtedly due to a germ, 
probably a very small one because It 
wilt pass through a procelain ;illter. 


We do not know all of the ways In 


which Infantile paralysis is passed from 
person to person. It is known that you 
can get the disease by coming in close 
contact with persons ill with it. 
It 


has been shown that the discharges 
from the nose, throat and bowels of 
the sick persons contain the cause of 
the illness. 
These facts are valuable 


In the prevention of the disease. 
In 


all diseases prevention is better than 
cure. This is particularly true of in- 
fantile paralysis. 


In order to keep your children free 


from this disease, you should— 


1. 
Keep their bodies built up by 


plain, simple food; frequent bathing, 
proper clothing, and plenty of fresh 
air. 


2. Avoid all sick children, especial- 


ly if they come from the vicinity of 
New York city. 


3. If your children are taken sick, 


send for your family physician at once. 
While awaiting his coming, keep the 
child away from the rest of the house- 
hold. 


4. If your child should contract in- 


fantile paralysis, help to protect the 
rest of your family and the community 
by carrying out the orders of the at- 
tending physician and tha board of 
health as to quarantine and disinfec- 
tion. 


5. Notify your local health author- 


ities of any children coming into your 
neighborhood from New York city. 


6. Finally, do not get excited. You

Ask for Certain Weight 


of Ice to Get Money's 
Worth 


While no complaints have reached 


him from this city, 
Thure 
Hanson, 


state sealer of weights and measures, 
has 
received many 
complaints this 


week relative to the manner in which 
dealers "arc selling ice. The state seal- 
er says the majority of the complaints 
Is to the effect' that the dealer is not 
giving the proper weight. 
When the 


sealer investigates cases he finds that 
the purchaser has simply asked for a 
5, 10 or 15-cent piece, of ice and-not 
for a certain weight. 


Here in Lowell ice.is not sold by the 


weight, at least not as a general thing, 
but. the state sealer says that la the 
only way to buy it. He said that in 
purchasing ice one should-be careful 
to ask for a certain weight of Ice, SO 
pounds. 75 pounds, etc., and should not 
be content to accept 10-cent, 20-ccnt or 
30-cent pieces. He claims that if this 
advice is followed he will be in .a 
better position to Investigate the com- 
plaints.

The law on this question Is very 


plain:. "Whoever, being engaged 
In 


the.business of selling ice at retail, re- 
fuses to sell from any place or vehicle- 
engaged in the regular distribution of 
ice at retail, a piece of ice at the fair 
value thereof to any person, other than 
an Ice dealer, shall, if such person ten- 
ders in payment therefor the amount 
of five cents or any multiple thereof 
nor more than 50 cents In legal money 
of the United States, be punished by a 
fine of not more, than $100. • 


'A dealer in ice who refuses or neg- 


lects to provide scales for each wagon 
used by him for the delivery of ice or. 
on' request of the purchaser of ice, 
refuses or neglects to weigh the same 
when delivered or gives false weight 
shall for each offense be punished by 
a fine of not more than 550. 


"Whoever, having charge of the de- 


livery of Ice from a wagon, not being 
a dealer of ice, refuses on the request 
of the purchaser of ice to weigh the 
same when It Is 
delivered 
or gives 


false weight, shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than S10.

Over a hundred 
thousand men have been 
brought 


' through seas Infested with submarines 
with never a single mishap or the loss 
of one man. It is an astounding per- 
formance, especially it we take into 
consideration the means the 
enemy 


undoubtedly possessed of knowing all 
about every departure and the 
zeal 


with which tho Austrian U-boats par- 
ticularly must have sought the prize 
of a transport. But In spite of their 
vigilance and their daring and their 
ruthlessness they have not been able 
to interfere with the steady flow of 
troops which has poured into Salonikl 
regularly, methodically and 
unceas- 


ingly for the past four, .weeks.

vessels have been entirely 


. French' transports and great praise is 
du>- to skippers and .crews for 
the 


mi.i'ner in which they, have accom- 
plished their duties, but both French 
and Serbians gladly

WOOD WASTE EXCHANGE 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—Extensive 


use by lumbermen and wood-working 
factories of the wood waste exchange 
conducted by the forest service is re- 
ported by officials who have just-com- 
pleted a short Beld study to determine 
the extent to which the opportunities 
offered are being taken advantage of. 
Only a small per cent of 
the 
total 


number of concerns listed ware visited, 
but a 
comparatively large 
number 


were found to have benefited by the 
exchange. 


Makers of wooden novelties, it is 


said, have been particularly successful 
In finding supplies of material near 
their plants. Other wood-working in- 
dustries have been able to dispose of 
their waste at higher prices than* they 
could otherwise have obtained. Many 
of the firms were located within short 
distances of each other, but until re- 
cently have had no way of getting 
together. 
The wood waste exchange was es- 


tablished by the forest service in 1914. 
It consists of two lists of manufactur- 
ers, 
which are sent out quarterly to 


persons desiring them. One of these 
is of "Opportunities to Sell Waste" 
and contains the names of firms which 
use sawdust and small pieces of wood. 
This list is sent to plants having 
waste for sale- 
The- other is of "Op- 


portunities to Buy Waste" and gives 
the names of concerns which have 
waste to dispose of. This list is sent 
to firms who wish to buy material. 


There is no charge for tho service 


and any manufacturer who wishes to 
have his name added to either list can 
do so by writing to the forest service, 
Washington, D. C. A list of waste

proved an effective means of meeting 
can also be obtained by anyone who 
cares to ask for it.
